eonceived the universe to be a gi­ 
gantic evergreen in whose branches 
dwelt the gods and at whose base 
lived the Three Fates, today trans­ 
lated into the Thi<*e Wise Men. 
Fiance, the girls found, had a 
thirteenth century romance to con­ 
tribute. 
In it the hero finds a 
huge tree in the Inrest, laden with 
candles some upright, some upside- 
down, and above 
he tree a child 
with a halo round its head. 
Ac­ 
cording to legend, when the Pope 
heard tne story he interpreted the 
tree as mankind, the child as the 
Chnstchild. and the candles as good 
and bad people. 
Probably the most popular tale of 
the Christmas tree's origin is that 
which attributes the custom to Mar­ 
tin Luther. 
One Christmas eve as 
he walked homewards the winter 
sky was studded with brilliant stars.
